AFTER WAR PROBLEM OF 
CHEMICAL PLANTS. 

Continued employment of present 
facilities along the lines for which 
they were designed, and with which 
the staffs are familiar, rather than 
the expensive conversion of chemical 
plants to other lines of industrial ac- 
tivity, is one of the chief problems 
facing the^ American chemist now, ac- 
cording to H. E. Howe of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society.

RECORDING THE HISTORY 
OF THE WAR 



It la one of the d,uties of the Ar- 
chives Department of the Govern- 
ment Bervice to record the history o: 
the war. The Government as early 
as 1914 appointed an official eye-wit- 
ness, Lord Beaverbrook. then Sir Max 
Altkin, who was designated to follow 
the troops in the field and to wito 
despatches as to their operations. 
Thus from the arrival of the Canadian 
troops in Prance the country waa per 
iodically informed as to the move 
menta of our contingents. These des- 
patches of the Canadian army wer>> 
later collected in books, such as 
"Canada in Flanders," which brought 
to every one the immediate story of 
the war. 

It is not the duty of a government 
to write history, but to collect and 
gather together the documenta which 
may afterwards be placed at the dis- 
posal of the historian. Under the 
impulse of Lord Beave-Lrook, the of- 
fice of "eye-witneSB" çrew and de- 
veloped. In addition :o sending put 
periodical despatches, It became the 
depository of all military documents 
orders, reports, plans, map<i, -phofo-

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THE INTERCOLLEGIATE HOCKEY SITUATION. 

The following despatch, which appears in the Toronto Globe, 
and is reprinted in the "Varsity," the undergraduate organ of Tor- 
onto University, has brought the question of intercollegiate hockey 
into prominence once more. The Sporting Editor of the "Varsity" 
interviewed the Secretary of the Athletic Directorate of the Col- 
lege with regard to the despatch, which was dated December 13th, 
with the result that the Secretary denied that there was any truth 
in it. 

"It is announced at Queen's that the University of Toronto hue 
now broached the subject of a senior intercollegiate hockey series. 
About a month ago negotiations were commenced with à view to 
re-establishing intercollegiate hockey, and both Queen's and Mc- 
Gill were strongly in favour of arranging a senior series, but owing

Toronto has now come forward' with a request to Queen ' s t h at 
the series be arranged. In the meantime Queen's entered" its se- 
nior intercollegiate team in the intermediate O.H. A. series and is 
hot in a position to enter a team for intercollegiate hockey also. As 
applications for a place in the O.H.A. had to be in the hands of the 
Secretary of that organization by Thursday evening it is now too 
late for Queen's to back out in favour of an intercollegiate series. 
The students are devoting their energies to their junior and inter- ! 
mediate O.H.A. series." i 
Should there prove to be any foundation for this report, it 
would appear that Varsity has been a little late in coming to.a de- 
cision. We do not wish to do her an injustice, but it is only natu- 
ral to assume that athletic authorities have been reconsidering 
their previous announcement to the effect that in spite of the vig- 
orous support given the proposed revival of the Intercollegiate 
League by Queen's and McGill, Toronto could not see her way clear 
* tc join in the project. There is no doubt that this decision \ 

arrived at by Varsity was a big disappointment to both the other 
colleges, and in particular to McGill, for at the time it appeared 
jouite likely that the Red and White team would not figure in the 
Çity League series. 

Now, however, that participation in the local league is assured, 
and that Queen's has taken the step of applying for a place in the 
O . H . A . , it does not appear possible for the Intercollegiate League 
to operate this winter. As the matter now stands, it is doubtful 
if this would be even advisable. In any case, we at McGill may 
feel gratified that our College was the prime mover in the revival 
of intercollegiate activity, and that it was through no fault of ours 
that the arrangements fell through. 

Next year will undoubtedly see the operation of a league com- 
prised of teams from the larger Canadian universities, and time 
•will have been given for them to put their full strength upon the 
ice. Under these circumstances we may go ahead in support of 
the, team playing in the City League, feeling that to a certain ex- 
tent this is to be a preparation for the keener fight to be made 
next year.

Is an illustration, 'extent to-day, than when : Trafalgar 
was fought. Where is it better exem- 
plified than by the heroism of the boy, 
John Travers Cornwell of His Maj- 



esty's ship Chester, in the Battle of 
Jutland, who, when all the crew of 
his gun were killed or disabled, al- 
though mortally wounded himself, 
stood at his post with the telephone 
awaiting orders till the end of the 
action. He was mentioned by Jelllcoe 
in his account of the battle, and re- 
ceived the "Victoria Cross. Only a boy 
of 16. but he did his duty, and England 
will not forget. 

There is a story told in connection 
with Nelson's passing that is not gen- 
erally known. In all previous actions 
In which he had taken part, his serv- 
ant had always taken the precaution 
to hide his medals and orders, know- 
ing, as he did, the admiral's love of 
display on such occasions. Now it 
happened on the morning of Trafal- 
gar, Nelson's servant was unable to 
adopt the ordinary precautions. When 
the admiral appeared on the quarter- 
deck, those who saw him were aston- 
ished to see the profusion of orders 
that covered his breast. There 
certainly no mistaking the Admiral 
of the British fleet. Whether or no 
this was à mark for the French gun- 
ner who fired at fiim from the yard 
top, is not a matter of certain history. 
Nevertheless, Nelson s servant always 
maintained that had he only hidden 
his master's medals. Nelson's life 
would hare been spared. 

Nearly three months after . the dec- 
laration «X^war, on Oct. 21, 1914, Tra- 
falgar Day, the present writer hap- 
pened to be in London. The people 
had been asked to pass silently 
through Trafalgar Square at the same 
period of the day as a tribute to the 
great Nelson. It was a happy thought 
that suggested this form of commemo- 
ration. All day long great crowds of 
people passed silently through the 
square, only pausing to look at the 
wreaths at the foot of the Nelson 
Column. 

In these first days of the great war 
England was expecting the German 
fleet to come out Her fate, the fate 
of the whole world, depended on al 
naval victory. Men were rushing in 1 * 
thousands to enlist, but her great 
army of. to-day was not yet In exist- 
ence. The 'Old Contemptibles were 
gallantly fighting against tremendous 
odds in France. if the German'riavy 
had broken through there was "no 
army in England that could have 
stopped an invasion. ' 

As those thousands of serious up- 
turned faces gazed at the little bronze 
figure so far above them, instinctively 
many must have, felt that that great 
multitude was silently pledging itself 
to do its duty, no matter how great 
the cost. Perhaps it Is not realized 
that the Royal Navy has lost 3501 
officers and 36,258 men. 

To-day In the hour of victory w» 
must not lose sight of the incessant 
work of the mercantile marine, with- 
out whom the war could not have 
continued for a single day.

Mr. Howe says that benzene is now 
being produced at th> rate of tin.000.- 
000 gallons annually, and it may be 
found possible to use it, alon? wit) 
surplus alcohol, legislation wii'inç, 
aad gasoline to conserve the resources 
of motor fuel. Then, too, depending 
on price, benzene and toluene may be- 
come more extensively used as sol- 
vents. Acetor.e will tie oufflclently 
plentiful to n ake It a cheaper solvent 
than before the war. The American 
industry may now obtain the tc'uene 
deBlred for important n?w colours not 
recently on th)j market, while the 
abv-ndaace, of, various raw material* 
should iieip* ta brinr'ng Aye pr' -es 
down to a point permitting competi- 
tion with ti.e German article the 
world over. 

"It Is to be hoped," says Mr. Itowe, 
"that uses for caustic, chlorine, ttc. 
may be fount such, 'a* to perml' con- 
tinued large scale production and 
lowered pric»s.. which should encourv 
aje experiments looking to new appli- 
cations. Estimates ibised upon the. 
acid phospha* ? fertilizer used in some 
of the progressive states indicate that 
a similar demand from all our farms 
requiring such fertilizer would mssn 
the continuation of our sulphuric acid 
Industry on Its present gigantic 
scale. .'" .' 

"It seems clear that some poison- 
ous gases may become reagents on a 
manufacturing scale now that they 
may be had; in quantity cheaply. One 
gas formerly costing 11.50 per pound 
has been .made for 10 cent* and that 
means chemists can consider It for 
Industrial application. Phosgene is 
known to give excellent reduction of 
Iron oxide, white not attacking pure 
iron. It has already been used to pu- 
rify sgp.ri rifluired for high-grade op- 
tical glass." '

Thus, day by day. ar- 
chives of military operation*' wars 
formed, upon which future historians 
will be able to drav. freely. 

Htstery ef Canada'. I "M% 
IB 1916. as a preliminary work t« 
the receiving and classifying Of tb»>se 
war documents at the conclusion ol 
peace, the Government decided .to 
make a survey of all the military, tor 
ancial, and economic actlvltieo of 
Canada and the provinces in the 
world's conflict. Uadev the direc- 
tion of Lieut.-Col. A. G. Doughty 
C.M.G., a ©ominisalon was entrusted 
wtth this work. The Européen etc- 
tlon as scat to Engluiui ana Frailoe. 
and after several months' work re- 
turned with a series of n-ports, co-u- 
prising In all some fifteen veluiAes, 
which are now deposited in the i'.r- 
chlveB building at Ottawa. Thaee 
contain reports upon each militas» 
unit and administrative departinjjn., 
describing the creation, composition 
and work, of each, with the different 
classes of documents and'thelf destin- 
ation. 

While these reports are of necesslT 
of unequal value, yet they furnish, 
none the less, an extremely precious 
compilation, covering the whole fi>'M. 
of military participation — the actual 
operations in the field excepted. Some 
parts of It are practically complete. 
The story of the financial branches, 
the medical service, and the trainiitf 
system, among others, form absolut* 
chapters in themselves. The; whole 
forms a unique synthesis, while ' J- 
brings together a mine of vnlueMe in- 
formation, which must be gathered 
r, If not to be lost forever. Then-, 
beginning wtth the departure from 
Valcartler, the movement and «GBtiir* 
cd effort of Canadian troopsljnay.bt 
followed. There may be found the 
particular story of each service, of- 
fering the essential material for |nt 
historian.

In this great war of nearly four and 1 
a half years, the celebrated signal. ; 
"England expects that every man will 
do his duty," has permeated the con- j 
sciousness of the entire British peo- 
ple. How well that duty has been 
done we all know to-day. But for that 
groat, silent power Victory would have 
: been Impossible. America could not. 
I have even become a factor In the wai. 
Her splendid help in food and muni- 
iions, her gallant men, could not have 1 
reached Europe. 

: The Grand Fleet to-day owes much, | 
perhaps all, to the high standard of 
honour and efficiency set by Lord Nel- 
son. He was a man who lovo* peace, 
but would not sacrifice "one Jot of! 
England's honour to avoid war." It is 
true that the hero of Trafalgar was no 
meddler In politics, yet he did make 
one insignificant, it little known, 
speech In the House of Lords on Nov. 
16, 1802. 

"I, my lords, have in different coun- 
tries seen much of the miseries of| 
war," ' he said. "I am, therefore, in 
my inmost soul a man of peace. Yet 
I would not, for thé sake of any peace, 
however fortunate,' consent to sacrifice 
one Jot of England's honour.. Our 
honour it Inseparably combined with 
onr genuine Interest. Hitherto there 
has been nothing greater known on 
'the Continent than the faith, the un- j 
tainted honouT, the generous public 
sympathies, the commerce, the uncon- | 
querable valour .of the, British nation. 
Wherever I have served In foreign- 
countrieS I have witnesséd>t^se*to be 
sentiments with which Britons were 
regarded. The advantages of such a 
reputation are not to be llshtly
